The official details show that the 
Yashima struck a Russian mine and 
later attempted to make Dalny har- 
bor, but this proved impossible and 
she sank in deep water.

During the night of October 4, the 
ranks of the Japanese were so deci- 
mated by the furious shrapnel fire of 
the Russians that they were forced to 
retire to the valley below the captured 
forts, and what might have been «4 
successful general assault, with the 
capture of the fortified ridge east of 
Port Arthur, was converted by the 
Russian tactics into a repulse, redeemed 
in part by the wonderful fighting qual- 
ities of the Japanese infantry and their 
refusal to accept what seemed to be 
the inevitable.

They bombarded and 
assaulted by day the bomb-proofs and 
trenches, which the Japanese repaired 
by night.

Between Fengheano Mountain 
and the Ruesian fortress was the tri- 
angular Shuishi Valley, two miles wide, 
crossed by dry water courses almost 
tf the foot of the fortified hill.

‘CONCENTRATED FIRE. 


Though the advance of the Japanese 
center over the valley was compara- 
tively easy. owing to the good cover af. 
forded by the water courses and wav- 
ing crops of Chinese corn, they were 
subjected to a concentrated, converg- 
ing fire from Ahe forts on the east and 
west rhiges. 

Before the line of investment was 
drawn close about the fortress, much 
closing as necessary on the part of 
the Japanese flanks. 

Two mountains, Taku and Shahku, 
close to the eastern ext ity of the 
fortified ridges, and essential to a close 
investment, were held by the Rus- 
sians. From the top of Taku, a pre- 
cipitous mountain, six hundred feet 
higher. the Russians were able to see 
the rear of the Japanese Mnes. 

On the right flank were two power- 
ful advance forts, on hills respectively 
174 yards and 203 yards high. 

The stronger advance works were 
situated on the lower peaks of the 
same range, extending in a northwest- 
erly direction from the city toward Lou+ 
ign Bay. These works protected the 
Russian left flank, and prevented the 
Japanese from pushing a force on 
Port Arthur, through the valley, from 
the shores of Pigeon Bay, as works 
commanded the gap in the Chair Hil 
forts from the west coast. 

STRONG ADVANCE WORKS. 

The advance works were well con- 
structed and more difficult to take thin 
some of the permanent forts. . 

It was decided to close on the Jap- 
anese left fank, Oret taking Taku and 
Shahku Mountains. The former was 
rugged, isolated and had precipitous 
slopes on its east and northwest sides. 

The advance south was under the fire 
of the east forts of Shahku Mouritain. 
A division was ordered to take the 
hills, and. August 7. the bombardment 
began before noon, the divisional ar- 
tillery being assisted by three batter- 
tes of 4.7 naval guns, and four batter- 
les of 3-inch howitzers. 

The Russians replied with field euns 
from Taku Mountain and with larger 
guns from the eabt forts. The artillery 
on two hills was silenced at 6 in the 
evening, and the Japanese infantry ad- 
vanced at 7 o'clock in three columns, 
the t Mank keeping in touch with 
the left flank of the main line In the 
Shuishi Valley. 

The advance was made in the form 
of a segment of a circle, from the 
Heavy rain stopped the movements, 
and early darkness stopped the arti!- 
lery fire.

PHOENIX (Aria.) Nov. 2.—Goev. 
Brodie, who returned from an eastern 
trip a few days ago, has departed for 
Morenci, where he will look up the 
matter of the kidnaped children from 
the New York Foundling Asylum, 
taken from the Sisters of Charity near- 
ly a month ago. At that time the chil- 
dren were taken by a committee of 
cHisems from Mexican families, to 
whom they had been sent from New 
York. a number being retained by 
Americans, when the Sisters started 
their return journey to New York. Now 
it ie stated that many of the childrea 
were left in non-Catholic homes, from 
which it ie sought to remove them te 
the care of the Sisters of Charity in E' 
Paso. In a complaint signed by Bishop 
Granon of the Arizona diccese, the 
statement is mede that children have 
been retained by Jews, Mormons and 
Gentiles, incli@ing saloon keepers and 
gammbiers. 


CERTAIN TO APPEAL. 

Tomorrow, in the District Court at 
Fiorence, will begin the trial, on its 
merits, of the celebrated case of te 
Phoenix and Bastern against the Ar'i- 
zona Raeallroad for a much-cieputecd 
right-of-way etrip between Kelvin and 
Dudieyville. The matter has been into 
court a score of times already, matialy 
over applications for injunction. The 
Phoenix and Eastern, which is merely 
a Santa Fé conetruction corporation, ix 
running daily trains over the disputed 
Btrip, but the opposition, the Southern 
Pacific's representatives, claim to have 
tithe from the land office for the 
ground.

Toss Side by Side. 


Mikado’s Birthday Notably 
Observed Here. 


Flags, Speeches, Music and 
Jollification Prevail. 


From the turrets of the tower at 
Simpson Auditorium yesterday floated 
the Japanese pennants and the rising- 
sun banner of the Mikado's empire:
